AMARYLLIS 

Pancratium  Carribbaeum  may  be  planted  here  at 
any  time.

HYACINTHS 

Only  three  varieties  are  offered  here,  but  they  are 
the  best.  In  the  open  ground  plant  in  a rich  light  soil, 
and  cover  about  4 inches  above  top  of  bulb.  If  in  pots, 
they  should  have  4 or  5 inch  pot.  The  top  of  the 
bulb  should  be  even  with  the  top  of  the  soil.  Wet  the 
ground  and  set  in  a cool,  dark  place  for  about  five  or  six 
weeks,  then  bring  out  gradually  to  the  full  sunshine.
